Who  announced  that  Councils  had  assembled  in  conformity 
with  the  second  section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved 
February  2,  1854,  and  Supplement  of  March  21,  1861,  which 
provides  that  the  Mayor  shall  take  the  oath  of  office  in  the 
presence  of  Councils,  to  be  administered  by  one  of  the  Judges 
of  the  Courts  in  said  City,  at  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  the 
first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  his  election. 

Mr.  McCuUough  (of  Select  Council), 

Chairman  of  the  Joint  Special  Committee  to  Make 
Arrangements  for  the  Inauguration,  reported  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that  the 
Honorable  William  S.  Stokley  was  now  present  with  the 
Honorable  Joseph  Allison,  President  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas. 

The  Rev.  Walter  Q.  Scott  read  a  passage  of  Scripture  and 
offered  up  an  appropriate  and  impressive  prayer. 

Hon.  Judge  Allison  then  administered  the  oath  of  office  as 
prescribed  in  the  new  Constitution  to  the  Mayor  elect. 

After  which  the  Mayor  made  the  following  address : 

GentUvien  of  Select  and  Common  Councils 

and  Citizens  of  Pkiladclphia. 
Called  by  your  suffrages  again,  to  assume  the  obligations 
and  responsibilities  incident  to  the  Mayoralty  of  the  City  of 
23 
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Philadelphia,  I  desire  to  thank  you  for  this  renewal  of  your 
confidence,  and  the  approbation  therein  implied,  of  the  admin- 
istration of  the  office  for  the  past  six  years.  I  can  only  as- 
sure you,  that  I  shall  endeavor  during  the  present  term,  as  I 
have  in  those  that  are  past,  to  administer  the  laws  faithfully 
and  perform  the  duties  entrusted  to  me,  in  such  manner  as 
shall  best  conduce  to  the  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  City, 
and  the  well  being  of  its  citizens.  With  the  termination  of 
the  official  period  this  day  entered  upon,  Philadelphia  will 
have  reached  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  its  settle- 
ment. The  little  village  planted  upon  the  banks  of  the  Del- 
aware, in  1681,  has  expanded  and  grown  into  the  Second 
City  of  the  Union.  The  handful  of  settlers,  who  braved  the 
unknown  dangers  and  privations  of  a  new  country,  has  in- 
creased and  multiplied,  while  the  beneficent  and  wise  regula- 
tions laid  down  for  the  government  of  his  City  by  our 
Quaker  founder,  attracted  hither  emigrants  from  all  the  older 
countries,  and  our  population  has  swollen  to  nearly  a  million 
of  souls.  Manufactories  and  workshops  have  sprung  up,  the 
products  of  the  mine  find  shape  in  our  forges  and  foundries, 
our  looms  produce  the  choicest  fabrics,  and  vessels  of  our  own 
build  carry  our  merchandise  abroad.  Commerce  has  sought 
our  wharves,  and  the  buyers  of  the  world  find  here  the  best 
specimens  of  American  genius  and  American  handiwork. 
Within  our  borders  have  some  of  the  greatest  events  in 
American  history  transpired.  Here  were  the  United  Col- 
onies declared  free  and  independent  States;  here  was  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  framed ;  its  first  Congress 
held,  and  the  first  President  inducted  into  office,  and  here  but 
recently  were  the  Eepresentatives  of  the  Nations  of  the 
earth  gathered  to  celebrate  the  Hundredth  Anniversary  of 
our  Independence,  and  fittingly  was  this  great  gathering  in 
the  interests  of  universal  peace  and  universal  brotherhood, 
held  in  the  City  to  which  was  given  by  William  Penn  at  its 
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birth,  the  legend  of  "  Pliiladelpliia  raaneto,"  "  Let  brotherly 
love  continue." 

The  progress  of  two  centuries,  the  last  of  which  is  almost 
completed,  the  large  and  diversified  interests  committed  to 
onr  care,  and  the  prominence  into  which  our  City  has  been 
brought  during  the  last  few  years,  should  cause  us  to  use  the 
utmost  circumspection  in  each  of  our  official  acts,  and  to 
weigh  well  every  measure,  and  scan  closely  every  enactment, 
that  we  may  not  retrograde  from  the  high  position  we  have 
now  assumed,  but  continue  in  the  future  to  increase  and 
prosper,  as  we  have  in  the  past. 

The  expenses  incident  to  the  improvement  of  the  City,  in 
the  erection  of  public  buildings,  sewerage,  laying  out  of 
streets,  and  public  works  of  all  kinds,  have  entailed  the  out- 
lay of  large  sums  of  money,  increasing  the  debt  of  the  City 
to  a  considerable  amount,  and  creating  a  floating  debt  of  no 
small  proportions.  It  would  now  seem  advisable  to  fund  this 
debt,  at  a  much  lower  rate  of  interest  than  is  at  present  paid. 
The  United  States  and  the  Commonwealthof  Pennsylvania,  are 
placing  their  bonds  at  rates  of  interest,  ranging  from  four  to 
fiv^  per  cent.,  and  find  ready  purchasers  for  their  loans  on 
these  terms ;  and  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  should  continue  issuing  warrants  bear- 
ing six  per  cent,  interest,  where  a  loan  might  be  created 
bearing  four  or  five  per  cent,  interest,  that  would  provide  for 
their  payment  and  materially  reduce  the  burden  of  taxation, 
by  decreasing  the  annual  sum  paid  as  interest.  As  the  want 
of  increased  accommodations  in  court  rooms  and  the  offices 
of  the  several  departments,  has  long  been  felt,  to  supply 
which  the  erection  of  New  Public  Buildings  was  undertaken, 
a  sound  policy  would  dictate,  that  a  portion  of  these  at  least 
should  be  made  ready  for  occupancy  as  soon  as  possible,  in 
order  that  the  use  of  buildings  now  rented  might  be  discon- 
tinued, and  as  the  rate  of  taxation  is  now  as  high  as  the 
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people  can  bear,  it  would  be  expedient  to  pay  for  this  partial 
completion  out  of  a  loan,  which  might  be  created,  paying  a 
correspondingly  low  rate  of  interest,  with  the  distinct  under- 
standing that  every  item  of  expenditure  should  be  carefully 
scrutinized,  and  the  most  rigid  economy  practised  in  all  work 
looking  toward' this  completion. 

While  all  the  expenditures  of  the  City,  in  the  present  de- 
pressed condition  of  business,  should  be  carefully  guarded,  I 
do  not  deem  it  advisable  that  the  force  of  either  the  Police 
or  Fire  Department  should  be  reduced.  The  extent  of  terri- 
tory to  be  covered,  is  too  large  to  be  effectively  protected  by 
a  smaller  number  of  men,  but  it  is  possible  that  the  expense 
of  the  Fire  Department  might  be  decreased  by  putting  it  on 
the  same  footing  as  the  other  City  Departments,  with  the 
Chief  Engineer  as  its  head,  who  should  be  under  the  control 
of  Councils. 

In  all  our  deliberations  and  actions,  we  should  invoke  the 
guidance  of  Him  who  alone  can  govern  and  direct  us  aright, 
and  render  him  hearty  thanks  for  the  Divine  care  and  pro- 
tection vouchsafed  our  City  during  the  two  centuries  of  its 
existence;  and  let  us  each  strive  in  the  future  to  so  adminis- 
ter the  trusts  confided  to  us,  that  law  and  order  may  be  pre- 
served, and  peace,  prosperity,  and  brotherly  love,  may  ever 
continue  in  this  goodly  Quaker  City,  with  whose  government 
and  direction  we  are  at  present  entrusted. 

The  inauguration  of  the  Mayor  having  been  completed, 
Select  Council  retired,  and  Common  Council  adjourned.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  /'  ■'T^^ » 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — The  recent  uprising  of  the  laboring  classes, 
which  has  agitated  the  country,  resulting  in  the  injury  to 
property  and  the  taking  of  life  in  some  localities,  having  ex- 
tended to  this  City,  and  a  spirit  of  insubordination  and 
disorder  manifesting  itself  among  the  employees  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company,  in  the  stoppage  of  freight  trains 
and  the  almost  total  blockade  of  travel  on  the  road,  it  became 
a  matter  of  necessity  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor,  to  take  the 
most  vigorous  measures  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace  and 
the  prevention  of  disorder,  loss  of  life,  and  destruction  of 
property.  To  accomplish  this,  it  was  necessary  to  concen- 
trate the  greater  portion  of  the  police  force  in  and  about  the 
depot  of  the  company  in  "West  Philadelphia,  and  to  promptly 
disperse  all  turbulent  gatherings  of  men.  Under  these 
threatening  circumstances,  I  issued  my  proclamation,  calling 
upon  all  good  citizens  to  aid  in  the  preservation  of  the  peace 
and  the  prevention  of  unlawful  assemblages  that  would  en- 
gender violence  and  bloodshed,  and  cause  the  destruction  of 
life  and  property. 

The  regular  police  officers  being  massed  at  the  various 
points  of  danger,  and  on  duty  both  day  and  night,  it  became 
a  subject  of  grave  consideration,  how  best  to  supply  their 
places  in  guarding  the  City. 

In  this  emergency,  I  deemed  it  proper  to  consult  with 
some  of  the  representative  citizens,  who  advised  the  employ- 
ment of  a  force  of  special  policemen,  who  should  serve  dur- 
ing the  exigency. 

This  suggestion  was  promptly  carried  into  effect ;  the  men 
placed  on  duty,  and  served  effectively  until  the  danger  was 
passed,  when  they  were  retired  from  service  and  paid  off; 
the  monied  institutions  of  the  City  having  advanced  the 
means  for  defraying  their  expenses  while  in  actual  service. 

I  would  now  recommend  to  Councils,  that  an  appropriation 
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be  made  to  reimburse  these  institutions  for  the  amounts  ad- 
vanced by  them,  as  above  mentioned.     (List  appended.) 

It  affords  me  pleasure,  in  this  connection,  to  commend  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  Police  Department,  for  the  energy 
and  discipline  displayed  by  them ;  their  prompt  and  willing 
compliance  with  all  orders,  and  unflinching  bravery  when 
called  upon  to  disperse  the  mobs  of  rioters  assembled,  won 
for  them  the  enconiums  of  all  good  citizens,  and  prevented 
in  our  midst,  the  bloody  scenes  and  destruction  which  some 
of  our  sister  cities  have  suffered. 

Their  difficulties  would  have  been  greatly  increased,  no 
arrangements  having  been  made  at  such  short  notice  for 
providing  them  with  rations,  had  it  not  been  for  the  liberal- 
ity of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  who  furnished 
meals  to  the  officers  ^during  the  whole  time  they  were  on 
duty.

Gentlemen: — Referring  to  my  former  communications,  I 
would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  very  important  sub- 
ject of  the  inadequate  drainage  in  many  portions  of  the  City, 
and  the  pernicious  "system  which  prevailed  to  some  extent 
in  former  years,  of  constructing,  in  many  instances,  large 
sewers,  draining  extensive  districts,  and  finally  emptying 
their  volume  of- water  into  a  sewer  much  smaller  in  diame- 
ter. 

A.  very  forcible  instance  of  the  ill  effects  of  this,  is  to  be 
seen  to  day  in  a  large  break  in  the  sewer  Twenty  fourth  and 
Wood  streets,  a  point  which  has  cost  the  City  annually 
large  sums  of  money,  and  which  will  continue  to  do  so,  until 
the  real  cause  of  the  difficulty  be  removed  by  the  action  of 
your   honorable   bodies,  authorizing    the   construction  of  a 
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larger  outlet  for  the  accumulated  drainage;  the  condition  of 
the  sewer  is  as  follows  :  on  Wood  street,  from  Twenty -fourth 
street  to  its, mouth,  it  is  7ft.  in  diameter;  into  this  empty  a 
10ft.  sewer  on  Twenty-fourth  street,  and  a  5ft.  sewer  on 
Wood  street,  from  Seventeenth  street  to  Twenty-fourth 
street,  making  together  a  15ft.  sewer,  draining  an  area  of 
600  acres,  and  pouring  this  immense  volume  of  water  into 
the  above  mentioned  7ft.  sewer,  which  cannot,  even  with  the 
very  best  of  work,  stand  such  a  strain. 

Another  locality  which  needs  immediate  attention  is 
Thirteenth  street,  from  Dickinson  street  to  Master  street, 
irom  which  neighborhood  I  have  to-day  had  no  less  than 
four  delegations  of  citizens  call  upon  me  praying  for  relief, 
as  this  section  of  the  City  is  entirely  overflowed,  filling  all 
the  cellars,  and  in  some  instances  the  first  floors  of  dwelling- 
houses,  and  also  causing  the  fall  of  a  brick  building  ;  if  your 
honorable  bodies  will  therefore  take  some  prompt  action  in 
the  above  matter,  it  will  save  a  vast  amount  of  expense  to 
the  City,  and  relieve  the  citizens  of  damage  to  their  proper- 
ties, and  trouble  and  inconvenience  in  their  dwellings  and 
places  of  business.

By  making  the 
latter  street  an  approach  to  Fairmount  Park,  the  Park  can 
be  left  coming  south,  and  by  way  of  Chestnut  Street  Bridge, 
the  centre  of  the  City  reached  without  the  long  travel  over 
paved  streets,  and  it  can  be  entered  with  the  same  advan- 
tage. 

Your  memorialists  state  that  the  power  to  do  this  is  in 
your  bodies,  under  section  24  of  ''  An  Act  approved  April  14, 
1868,"  which  is  in  these,  words  "that  the  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  be,  and  they  are,  hereby  atithorized  to 
widen  and  straighten  any  street  laid  upon  the  public  plans 
of  said  City,  as  they  may  think  requisite  to  improve  the  ap- 
proaches to  Fairmount  Park."

Dear  Sir  : — Before  Snyder  avenue  sewer  can  be  extended 
of  its  full  diameter  of  eic>;ht  feet  across  Commercial  avenue 
to  tide-water  on  the  Delaware,  the  grade  of  said  Commer- 
cial avenue  will  have  to  be  raised,  as  it  is  now  four  feet  below 
the  confirmed  height.  As  the  track  of  the  Delaware  exten- 
sion of  the  Pennsvlvania  Pailroad  has  been  laid  at  this  low 
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grade,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  officers  of  said  road,  asking 
them  to  raise  their  tracks  to  the  confirmed  height  of  the  City 
plan.  I  enclose  their  reply,  in  which  they  say  they  will 
cheerfully  raise  their  tracks,  but  that  they  do  not  think  it  is 
iheir  duty  to  be  at  the  expense  of  grading.

New  patches  of  brick  work,  and  generally  patched  above 
Frankford  road,  and  preparations  for  work  ''marked  out." 

On  Saturday,  September  22,  1877, 1  obtained  the  services 
of  an  eminent  engineer  to  examine  this  sewer  with  great 
care.  This  was  done,  and  the  imperfect  parts  of  the  circle 
have  nearly  all  been  cut  out  and  repaired,  and  the  sewer 
presents  a  much  better  appearance  than  was  expected. 

As  these  repairs  are  simply  of  the  nature  of  veneering,  I 
cannot  think  that  the  circle  will  continue  to  withstand  storm 
water  unless  the  stone  cradle  upon  v;hich  it  rests  is  thoroughly 
rebuilt.

not  compiied  with  the  provisions  of  his  contract,  was  exchided 
by  the  Court.  I  think,  however,  that  it  may  fairly  be  inferred 
from  the  opinions  which  were  given  by  two  of  the  Judges,  in 
passing  upon  the  motion  for  a  new  trial,  that  testimony  of 
the  character  referred  to  will  be  admitted  when  the  suit, 
which  will  doubtless  be  instituted  at  some  time  for  the  final 
payment  under  the  contract,  shall  come  to  trial. 

It  is  very  important,  therefore,  that  the  City  should  be  able 
to  make  this  branch  of  her  case  as  strong  and  clear  as  possible. 
To  do  this  I  am  advised  and  believe  that  a  thorough  and 
careful  examination  of  the  sewer  should  be  made,  by  skilled 
expert  engineers,  in  addition  to  those  who  have  already  given 
attention  to  the  subject. 

I  therefore  bring  the  matter  to  your  notice,  and  ask  that 
you  will  make  such  provision  and  appropriation  for  the 
making  of  the  examination  before  mentioned,  as  will  enable 
the  case  of  the  City  to  be  presented  with  the  most  force  and 
effect,  when  this  final  payment  shall  be  sued  for.

Gentlemen: — Since  reading  the  report  to  Councils  on 
last  Thursday,  by  the  Reform  Association,  of  the  injuries  to 
Hart  Creek  sewer  by  the  recent  heavy  rains,  I  have  again 
passed  through  the  interior  of  the  sewer  with  experienced 
engineers,  and  find  that  the  great  pressure  to  which  it  has 
been  subjected  by  the  flood,  which  filled  very  nearly  to  its 
utmost  capacity,  has  not  had  the  slightest  injurious  effect 
upon  it,  nor  have  the  walls  bulged  or  the  circle  yielded  in 
the  least. 

I  also  examined  to  see  where  the  imperfect  parts  of  the 
circle  have  been  cut  out  and  repaired,  or  the  defective  bricks 
removed  by  the  contractor  and  "  veneered,"  as  was  stated  by 
Ml'.  H.  B.  Tatham,  and  find  that  nothing  of  the  kind  has  been 
done,  nor  was  there  any  patching  before  made  which  had  in 
some  cases  moved  again. 

Tlie  cement  mortar  has  become  very  hard,  so  that  the 
bricks  can  only  be  removed  by  great  effort  by  mashing  them 
up  with  iron  bars  or  heavy  hammers,  as  has  been  violently 
done  in  several  places  by  Mr.  Tatham,  to  the  manifest  injury 
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of  the  sewer.  The  statements  to  tlic  contrary,  made  by  the 
Eeform  ^Association,  are  without  a  shadow  of  truth,  as  may 
be  seen  by  any  intelligent  person  who  will  make  the  exami- 
nation.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowedge  the  receipt 
of  your  resolution  of  lith  inst.,  as  follows: 

"  Resolved  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  in- 
form these  Councils  whether  the  Monument  Cemetery  Com- 
pany can  be  compelled  to  grade  and  pave  the  sidewalks  on 
the  streets  passing  through  their  cemeter3^" 

This  company  was  incorporated  by  Act  of  Assembly  ap- 
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proved  19th  March,  1838,  P.  L.  126.  By  a  clause  in  the 
4th  section  of  said  Act  it  is  provided  "  nor  shall  any 
roads,  streets,  lanes,  or  alleys,  after  the  passage  of  this  Act, 
be  opened  through  the  lands  of  the  cemetery,  except  those 
laid  out  and  corresponding  with  the  survey  of  the  district 
now  being  made."  The  streets  which  came  within  this  ex- 
ception are  Fifteenth,  Sixteenth,  and  ISTorris  streets,  and  the 
company  in  laying  out  the  cemetery  grounds  so  arranged 
them  that  no  lots  were  sold  or  interments  made  upon  that 
portion  of  their  ground  which  was  to  be  occupied  by  the 
beds  of  those  streets  respectively.  The  company  then  and 
ever  since  has  sold  the  lots  to  the  various  purchasers,  giving 
them  title  in  fee,  subject  only  to  the  uses  of  sepulture.  The 
company  has  therefore  parted  with  all  their  interest  in  the 
lots  sold,  and  the  only  power  now  remaining  in  them  with 
reference  to  such  lots,  is  the  right  of  superintendence. 

By  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  6th  May,' 
1872,  P.  L.  1163,  it  is  provided  :  "  Fifteenth,  Sixteenth,  and 
Norris  streets,  are  hereby  laid  out  through  Monument  Cem- 
etery of  the  same  width  as  laid  out  on  existing  public  plans 
up  to  the  boundary  lines  of  said  cemetery,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  within  sixty 
days,  to  cause  said  streets  to  be  opened  and  paved;  ***  on 
assessing  damages  for  said  opening  the  cost  of  a  suitable  en- 
closure of  said  cemetery  ground  on  said  street  shall  be  al- 
lowed." 

A  jury  was  appointed  and  awarded  damages  to  the  amount 
of  f34,460,-and  assessed  the  same  as  benefits  upon  the  own- 
ers of  property  contiguous  thereto.  This  report  was  con- 
firmed by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  on  19th  June,  1875, 
and  the  money  paid,  and  liens  filed  on  all  the  assessments 
not  paid  within  the  time  limited  by  law.  The  streets  were 
then  thrown  open  to  public  use,  and  this  left  the  premises,  like 
any  other  ground,  subject  to  the  charges  for  municipal  work 
done  in  front  thereof.  The  title  to  these  lots  is  not  in  the 
Cemetery  Company  but  in  the  owners  thereof  respectively. 
This  brings  us  to  the  difficulty  in  the  case,  which  is  practical 
rather  than  a  legal  one.  The  only  method  under  the  law  of 
compelling  owners  to  improve  the  street  or  footwalks  in 
front  of  their  properties,  is  to  have  the  same  done  and  file 
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liens  to  recover  back  the  expense  of  said  work.  Again,  the 
only  property  liable  to  such  charge  is  that  immediately 
fronting  on  the  street.  Some  of  these  are  but  eight  feet,  and 
none  of  them  over  sixteen  feet  in  depth  from  the  street  front, 
which  would  be  no  security  for  the  collection  of  the  costs  of 
such  work.  If  the  City  could  get  a  contractor  who  was 
willing  to  perform  the  work  and  take  the  risk  of  recovery  of 
his  claim,  I  would  advise  it  to  do  so,  and  if  this  cannot  be 
done  I  think  the  City  will  have  to  do  the  work  in  the  first 
instance,  and  file  claims  which  can  only  be  enforced  against 
the  burial  lots  fronting  on  said  streets.

Gentlemen  : — The  City  of  Philadelphia  is  the  owner  of 
59,149  shares  of  stock  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, of  the  par  value  of  nearly  three  million   of  dollars, 
which  have  been  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund,  for  the  redemption  of  the  funded  debt 
of  the  City,  as  the  same  existed  on  the  second  of  February, 
1854,  the  same  having  been  done  in  pursuance  of  an  ordi- 
nance.    In  the  year  1870,  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad  Com- 
pany, in  order  to  secure  a  connection  with  New  York  for 
through  freight  and  passenger  travel   passing  over  its  own 
line  in  this  State,  and  also,  over  its  connections  in  the  far 
West,  became  the  lessee  of  certain  railroads,  and  was  called 
the  United  Companies  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  Philadelphia 
and  Trenton  Railroad  Company.      From  that  time  until  the 
present  she  has  been  in  possession  of  said  leased  property, 
and  has  made  large  expenditures  thereon,  greatly  enhancing 
the  value  of  said  leased  property.     Recently  a  Bill  in  Equity 
has  been  filed  in  Common  Pleas  Court,  No.  2,  of  this  County, 
by  John  F.  Smith,  Richard  Smith,  and  John  S.  Wilson  and 
others,  stockholders  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  seeking  to 
enjoin  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  from  paying'the 
rental  for  said  leased  property  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
lease,  which  suit  is  now  pending.     This  proceeding  has  given 
rise  to  much  public  discussion, It  being  charged  upon  the  one 
side  that  the  suit  was  instigated  by  the  officers  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company,  and  by  others   that  the  pur- 
pose of  the  proceeding  is  to  deprive  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  of  its  connection  with  New   York.     The  City  of 
Philadelphia  is  entitled  to  know  the  exact  truth  concerning 
this  attack  upon  property  of  which  she  is  the  largest  share- 
holder, and  this  can  be  accomplished  by  filing  her  petition  in 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  asking  to  be  made  a  party  defen- 
dant in  the  suit,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  and  cross- 
examining  the  plaintifis  in  said  Bill  as  to  their  motives,  and

AN  ACT 

Supplementary  to  the  Act  consolidating  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  relating 
to  tlie  cleaning  of  streets  of  said  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Houscf  of 
Re2:)resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall 
have  all  the  powers  now  vested  in  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  the  Mayor  and 
Board  of  Select  and  Common  Councils,  jointly  and  severally, 
and  in  the  Highway  Department  of  said  City,  relating  to  the 
cleaning  of  streets,  markets,  and  public  highways  of  the  said 
City,  and  the  removal  of  ashes,  garbage,  refuse,  and  dead 
animals  from  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Board  of  Health  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  make  and  enter  into  all  contracts  for  the  clean- 
ing of  the  said  streets  and  the  removal  therefrom  sweepings, 
manures,  ashes,  garbage,  offiil,  and  refuse,  and  shall  advertise 
not  less  than  two  daily  papers  published  in  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia, for  a  period  often  days,  commencing  within  twenty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  for  proposals,  accompanied 
with  specifications,  showing  how  often  and  in  what  manner 
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the  proposed  work  is  to  be  done,  and  for  such  periods,  not 
exceeding  three  years  from  the  date  of  contract.  Proposals 
shall  be  opened  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  in  said  notice,  in 
the  presence  of  the  Board  of  Health,  or  a  majority  thereof, 
and  in  the  presence  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  such  of 
them  as  may  see  proper  to  attend,  and  the  contract  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  to  be  approved  by  the 
majority  of  said  Board  of  Health  and  a  majority  of  said  Fi- 
nance Committee,  as  may  be  present. 

Sect.  3.  The  contractor  or  contractors  shall  enter  into  such 
security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  said  work,  in  such 
sum  or  sums,  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by 
the  aforesaid  Board  of  Health,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  in 
case  such  contractor  or  contractors  shall  fail  to  perform  the 
duties  required  by  such  contract  for  a  period  of  twenty-four 
hours  after  notice  duly  served  upon  him  or  them,  said  Board 
of  Health  shall  have  power  to  have  said  work  done,  and  the 
expense  thereof  shall  he  charged  to  such  contractor  or  con- 
tractors, and  shall  be  deducted  from  amount  due  them  ;  said 
contracts  shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor. 

Sect.  4.  The  Water  Department  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia shall,  under  a  supervisor  of  the  Board  of  Health,  grant 
to  the  aforesaid  contractor  or  contractors,  the  free  use  of 
the  water  from  the  public  hydrants  of  the  said  City,  for  the 
purpose  of  sprinkling  the  streets  in  cleaning  the  same. 

Sect.  5.  Said  contract  or  contracts  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  in  equal  monthly  payments,  upon  warrants 
drawn  by  the  aforesaid  Board  of  Health  ;  and  the  Mayor, 
Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  provide  for  the  expense 
authorized  by  this  Act,  in  their  respective  annual  tax  levies. 

Sect.  6.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

Sir  : — I  beg  to  call  to  your  attention  as  the  Chief  Officer 
of  the  City,  that  there  is  now  about  to  be  constructed  a  sewer 
at  the  foot  of  Snyder  avenue,  in  the  First  Ward,  which  is 
likely  to,  I  may  say,  inevitably  will,  cause  great  damage  to 
my  clients,  and  probably  to  others,  for  which  the  City  will 
be  held  liable. 

This  sewer  crosses  the  footing  ditch  of  the  meadows  inside 
the  old  bank,  in  such  way  as  to  intercept  the  flow  of  water 
along  that  ditch,  to  the  sluice.  The  consequence  will  be, 
that  the  water  will  collect,  and  immense  expense  will  be  in- 
curred in  removing  the  nuisance. 

AVhile  the  sewer  is  being  made,  this  can  be  guarded  against 
by  proper  contrivances,  and  the  object  of  this  notice  is,  that 
the  City  may  see  that  it  is  done,  rather  than  await  the  injury, 
and  the  consequent  claim  for  liability.  The  persons  I  repre- 
sent are  the  trustees  and  devisees  under  the  Will  of  Samuel

Gentlemen  :— In  January  last,  I  had  the  honor  to  address 
a  communication  to  your  Honorable  Bodies,  calling  attention 
to  the  many  defects  in  the  law  regulating  the  Department 
of  the  Pieceiver  of  Taxes;  a  system  which  had  been  in 
operation  for  twenty  years,  under  which  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
was  utterly  powerless  to  exercise  a  proper  supervison  of  the 
receipts.  Your  Honorable  Bodies  appointed  a  committee 
to  confer  with  the  head  of  this  department,  and  prepare  an 
ordinance  of  re-organization. 

iVfter  full  deliberation,  and  interchange  of  views,  a  supple- 
mentary ordinance  was  prepared,  and  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Bodies,  making  a  radical  change.  Under  the  new 
system,  all  the  taxes  are  received  by  one  cashier,  an  imme- 
mediate  audit  thereof  occurs,  and  each  receipt  is  registered 
before  it  is  handed  to  the  tax-payer.  This  mode  unquestion- 
ably gives  entire  security,  and  a  prompt  and  full  return  of 
the  taxes  to  the  Treasury. 

It  is  however,  comparatively  slow  in  its  operations,  there 
being  but  one  person  to  receive,  while  under  the  old  system, 
there  were  fifteen  receiving  clerks. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  these  facts  at  this 
time,  so  that  you  may  see  the  necessity  of  re-arranging  the 
discounts  and  penalties  for  the  coming  year,  whereby  the 
payment  of  taxes  may  be  more  equally  distributed,  and 
thereby  avoid  the  periodical  rush  of  tax-payers,  as  it  will  be 
impossible  to  receive  the  taxes  so  rapidly   now  as  heretofore. 

There  are  good  financial  reasons  why  large  discounts  should 
be  discontinued.  The  receipts  of  this  departmeut  during  the 
month  of  March  last,  were  four  millions  three  hun- 
dred and  ten  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-nine  and  y^- 
(4,310,639 j^^f^)  dollars;  the  discounts  allowed  thereon,  were 
three  hundred  and  thirty-three  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-eight  and  yV^  (333,848yVo)  dollars;  the  total  amount 
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of  discounts  allowed  from  March  1  to  September  1,  were  five 
hundred  and  thirty -four  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  and  j%%  (534,298jVg)  dollars  ;  the  penalties  added  from 
September  1,  to  date,  amount  to  thirty  eight  thousand  six 
hundred  and  eighty-two  and  ^^^^  (38,682y2i5%)  dollars.  De- 
ducting penalties  from  discounts,  we  have  four  hundred  and 
ninety-five  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixteen  and  y^o 
(495,6 1  By^/g)  dollars,  nearly  a  half  million  of  dollars  given 
away  to  induce  early  payments.  Yet  by  Act  of  Assembly, 
the  City  Treasurer  is  required  to  hold  in  reserve  about  two 
millions  of  dollars  of  the  first  taxes  received,  to  pay  the 
interest  upon  the  City  debt  falling  due  July  1.  Should  the 
discount  be  made  six  (6)  per  centum  upon  all  taxes  paid 
prior  to  July  1,  and  a  graduating  scale  of  penalties  added 
after  that  date,  amounting  to  five  (5)  per  centum  at  ttie 
close  of  the  books,  quite  as  large  an  amount  of  taxes  would 
be  paid  during  the  current  year  ;  it  would  be  more  gradually 
paid ;  the  department  would  not  be  overburdened,  and  the 
public  less  inconvenienced,  while  the  City  would  save  nearly 
a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  per  annum.

Gentlemen: — In  answer  to  resolution  entitled  "' Pbesolu- 
tion  of  instruction  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Fire 
Department  relative  to  warrants,"  passed  November  1,  1877, 
the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  would  respectfully  reply  : 

That  for  several  years  past  it  has  been  the  desire  of  quite 
a  number  of  the  members  of  this  department  to  have  the 
money  ready  at  the  time  of  their  monthly  payments,  instead  of 
warrants,  as  it  would  be  saving  them  the  unnecessary  trouble 
of  repairing  to  Third  street  for  discount;  some  of  the  men 
having  to  travel  miles  to  do  so,  it  was  subjecting  them  to 
considerable  expense,  and  the  department  itself  to  the  loss  of 
their  services  in  the  meantime.  Now,  as  this  would  occur 
at  particular  periods,  i.  e.,  the  first  of  each  and  every  month, 
the  City  would  in  a  measure  be  unprotected  in  case  of  fires, 
on  account  of  the  absence  of  the  men  from  their  respective 
stations. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  would  respectfully  in- 
form Common  Council  that  in  any  case  where  an  employee  of 
this  Department  desires  his  warrant  instead  of  cash,  it  always 
has  been,  and  will  hereafter  be,  promptly  given  him  ;  and 
they  furthermore  state  that  the  only  reason  why  the  money 
was  furnished  was  an  accommodation  to  the  men  themselves, 
and  a  saving  of  much  valuable  time  to  the  City.

that  thereafter  the  annual  salary  of  the  Quarantine  Master  should  be  two 
thousand  dollars,  payable  quarterlj*. 

That  said  petitioner  was  duly  appointed  and  commissioned  by  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  as  such  Quarantine  Master,

appropriations  regularly  made  by  Councils.  And  by  Section  39  of  the  said 
Act  of  February  2d,  1854,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  every  year,  to  furnish  to  Councils  an 
estimate  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  current 
fiscal  year ;  and  it  was,  also,  therein  provided  that  the  said  City  Councils 
should  fix  the  rate  and  levy  all  the  taxes  authorized  by  law  within  the 
limits  of  said  City  and  County,  except  the  State  tax,  and  direct  the 
amount  to  be  applied  and  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  health,  school, 
poor,  city,  and  other  purposes,  according  to  law. 

That  in  obedience  to  the  said  provision  of  the  last-above  mentioned  Acti 
the  said  Board  of  Health  did,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  March,  A.  D. 
1877,  furnish  to  Councils  an  estimate  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  said  Board 
for  the  current  fiscal  year,  and  in,  and  as  part  of  the  said  estimate,  did  fur- 
nish, as  Item  18  thereof,  "Salary  of  Quarantine  Master,  |2,000.00:"  and 
it  thereupon  became  and  was  the  duty  of  the  said  Select  and  Common 
Councils  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  salary  of  said  petitioner,  so  fixed 
as  aforesaid,  to  wit :  The  said  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and  to  direct 
the  amount  to  be  applied  and  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer  according  to 
law,  upon  an  order  for  the  same  drawn  upon  such  appropriation  regularly 
made  by  said  Councils.  That  without  such  appropriation  and  direction, 
and  the  order  so  drawn  thereupon,  said  petitioner  cannot  receive  and  have 
the  salary  so  fixed  and  due  to  him.  That  the  said  City  Councils,  in  disre- 
gard and  defiance  of  law  and  of  their  duty  in  that  behalf,  did  not  and  would 
not  make  an  appropriation  for  the  full  payment  of  the  said  salary  of  two

Treasury,  and  all  sums  expended  by  or  for  the  purposes  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  should  be  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer  upon  orders  drawn  upon  ap- 
propriations regularly  made  by  Councils.  And  by  Section  39  of  the  said 
Act  of  February  2d,  1851,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  every  year,  to  furnish  to  Councils  an 
estimate  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  current 
fiscal  year ;  and  it  was,  also,  therein  provided  that  the  said  City  Councils 
should  fix  the  rate  and  levy  all  the  taxes  authorized  by  law  within  the 
limits  of  said  City  and  County,  except  the  State  tax,  and  direct  the  amount 
to  be  applied  and  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  health,  school,  poor,  city, 
and  other  purposes  according  to  law. 

That  in  obedience  to  the  said  provision  of  the  last  above  mentioned  Act, 
the  said  Board  of  Health  did,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  A.  D. 
1877,  furnish  to  Councils  an  estimate  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  said 
Board  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  and  in,  and  as  part  of  the  said  estimate, 
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did  furnish,  as  Item  18  thereof,  "  Salary  of  Lazaretto  Physician,  $2,500.00 ;" 
and  it  thereupon  became  and  was  the  duty  of  the  said  Select  and  Common 
Councils  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  salary  of  said  petitioner,  so  fixed 
as  aforesaid,  to  wit :  The  said  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
and  to  direct  the  amount  to  be  applied  and  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer  ac- 
cording to  law,  upon  an  order  for  the  same  drawn  upon  such  appropriation 
regularly  made  by  said  Councils.  That  without  such  appropriation  and 
direction,  and  the  order  so  drawn  thereupon,  said  petitioner  cannot  receive 
and  have  the  salary  so  fixed  and  due  to  him.  That  the  said  City  Councils, 
in  disregard  and  defiance  of  law  and  of  their  duty  in  that  behalf,  did  not  and 
would  not  make  an  appropriation  for  the  full  payment  of  the  said  salary 
of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  but  would  and  did  make  an  appro- 
priation only  on  account  of  and  towards  the  payment  of  said  salary  of  the 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ;  leaving  still  unappropriated  for,  unpaid 
and  due  upon  the  same  to  said  petitioner  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ; 
which  said  sum  or  balance  of  one  thousand  dollars  so  remaining  unappro- 
priated for  and  unpaid,  the  said  Select  and  Common  Councils,  still  in  dis- 
regard and  defiance  of  law,  and  of  their  said  duty,  have  hitherto  neglected 
and  refused,  and  still  do  neglect  and  refuse,  to  make  an  appropriation  for 
and  to  direct  the  proper  moneys  to  be  applied  and  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer 
according  to  law,  upon  an  order  drawn  upon  an  appropriation  therefor 
regularly  made  by  them. 

Wherefore,  We  command  you,  that  you  the  aforementioned  members  of 
Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  forthwith  do  make 
an  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  the  said  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
still  due  and  unpaid  as  part  of  salary  for  the  current  year  of  said  petitioner, 
the  said  Lazaretto  Physician,  do  direct  the  proper  moneys  to  be  applied  and 
paid  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  said  Board  of  Health  for  the  due  and  lawful 
payment  of  the  balance  of  said  salary,  and  do  have  an  order  properly 
drawn  upon  an  appropriation  regularly  made  by  you  for  the  payment 
thereof ;  or  show  cause  why  you  should  not,  before  our  Judges  at  Philadel- 
phia, at  our  said  Court  then  to  be  holden  on  Saturday,  the  twenty  fourth 
day  of  November,  A.  D.  1877,  at  10  o'clock  im  the  forenoon,  and  further  to 
abide  such  order  in  the  premises  as  right  and  justice  may  require.

instruction  to  the  Heads  of  Departments,  and  to  the  several 
Municipal  Commissions. 

Whereas,  The  present  financial  condition  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  imperatively  demands  retrenchment  in  its  ex- 
penses, And  ivhereas,  There  exists  no  complete  and  concise 
record  of  the  number  of  officials  in  the  employ  of  the  City, 
and  of  the  salaries  paid  them  ;  And  whereas,  Such  a  record  is 
necessary  for  the  guidance  of  Councils,  and  the  instruction 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance  in  making  the  appropriations 
for  the  year  1878  ;  therefore 

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  CoiriTnon  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Heads  of  the  several  Departments  of 
the  City  Government,  and  of  the  Municipal  Commissions  be, 
and  they  are,  hereby  instructed  to  report  to  these  Councils 
on  or  before  their  last  slated  meeting  in  October,  1877,  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  number,  and  official  title  of  the 
officers  employed  by  them  ;  the  authority  under  which  such 
employment  is  had;  the  amount  of  salaries  paid,  and  by 
whom  such  salaries  are  fixed  and  established. 

Resolved,  That  the  clerk  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
shall  have  printed  and  distributed  to  the  proper  parties,  the 
accompanying  blank  form  upon  which  to  make  the  report 
above  called  ibr." 

Respectfully  report  the  same  back  and  recommend  that  they 
be  printed  in  the  Appendix  of  Common  Council.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
ordinance  of  Councils  to  establish  Port  Wardens'  lines  on  the 
river  Schuylkill,  report  that  by  Act  of  Assembly  approved 
April  6,  IboO  (Digest  of  Laws,  Philadelphia,  1869,  page  378, 
paragraph  90,  and  Pamphlet  Laws,  371),  authority  is  given 
for  establishing  lines  on  said  river,  from  Fairmount  to  the 
Delaware  River.  Under  this  Act  said  lines  have  been  fixed 
as  far  south  as  South  street.  Applications  for  permission  to 
erect  wharves  further  down  the  river  have  been  made,  and 
it  has  become  necessary  to  extend  the  wardens'  line  in  behalf 
of  the  commercial  interests  of  the  City.

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Surveyors  recommend  to 
Councils  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  extend  the  Wardens' 
lines  on  both  sides  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  from  South  street 
to  the  river  Delaware. 


The  wharf  lines  on  the  Schuylkill  River,  from  Fairmount 
as  far  as  South  street,  were  established  in  the  year  1851,  and 
the  Act  of  Consolidation,    February  2,   1854,  gave  to  the 
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Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  authority  to  have  the 
requisite  surveys  and  soundings  made,  and  to  fix  lines  beyond 
which  no  pier  or  wharf  shall  be  constructed.  Under  this 
authority  wharf  lines  were  established  November  16,  1872, 
on  the  east  shore  of  the  Schuylkill  E-iver,  from  the  mouth  to 
Penrose  Ferry  bridge,  so  as  to  enable  the  American  Steam- 
ship Company  and  others  to  build  the  wharves  with  safety 
where  the  Girard  Point  elevators  have  been  built. 

During  the  last  year  the  extensive  improvements  projected 
at  Point  Breeze  and  Gibson's  Point,  for  the  petroleum  trade, 
have  caused  a  pressing  demand  to  be  made  for  permanent 
wharf  lines  on  both  sides  of  the  Schuylkill  River  in  that 
vicinity.  As  City  Councils  have  full  authority,  without  any 
further  legislative  enactment,  to  have  the  lines  fixed,  it  is 
quite  important  to  the  commercial  interests  that  the  remain- 
ing wharf  lines  should  be  fixed  as  soon  as  possible  on  the 
Schuylkill  Pbiver,  from  South  street  to  the  Delaware.

To  regulate  the  hawking  and  vending  of  produce,  wares,  and  merchandise 
on  tlie  highways  and  footways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  L.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philaclel^yhia  do  ordain,  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any 
cart,  wagon,  or  barrow,  or  other  vehicle,  or  any  person  using 
the  same  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  or  exposing  to  sale  in 
the  public  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  any  vegetables, 
fruits,  berries,  fish,  oysters,  general  produce,  wood,  coal,  or 
any  wares  or  merchandise  of  any  description  whatsoever, 
shall  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year  here- 
after, apply  to  the  Commissioner  of  Markets  and  City  Prop- 
erty for  a  license,  stating  his,  her,  or  their  name  or  names 
and  place  or  places  of  residence. 

Sect.  2.  That  upon  application  being  made  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Markets  and  City  Property,  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized, upon  payment  to  him  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia of  the  sum  of  fifteen  (15)  dollars  for  each  wagon  or 
vehicle  drawn  by  two  horses  or  other  animals,  or  ten  (10) 
dollars  for  each  wagon  or  other  vehicle  drawn  by  one  horse 
or  other  animal,  or  one  dollar  for  each  barrow  or  hand-cart, 
to  grant  a  license  to  said  applicant  for  the  purpose  of  hawk- 
ing or  vending  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia ;  and  each  license  so  issued  shall  specify  the 
name  and  place  of  residence  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  each 
vehicle,  and  shall  also  be  numbered ;  and  the  said  Commis- 
sioner of  Markets  and  City  Property  is  further  authorized 
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to  obtain  the  necessary  books  and  papers  for  the  issuing  and 
keeping  of  a  strict  account  of  all  licenses  granted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  That  no  abatement  in  amount  shall  be  inade  for 
licenses  issued  for  the  fractional  part  of  any  year. 

Sect.  4.  That  every  such  cart,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle  shall 
have  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners  and  the  registered 
number  of  the  license  marked  in  painted  letters  and  figures, 
of  not  less  than  two  (2)  inches  in  length,  placed  conspicuously 
thereon,  upon  the  outside;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
owner  of  each  cart,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle,  who,  alter  having 
registered  the  same,  shall  change  his  or  her  place  of  abode, 
or  shall  have  made  sale  or  transfer  of  such  vehicle,  to  appear 
within  ten  (10)  days  after  such  removal  or  sale  at  the  office 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Markets  and  City  Property,  and  state 
the  place  to  which  they  have  removed  or  to  whom  any  sale 
or  transfer  has  been  made,  and  have  the  same  indorsed, 
without  charge,  upon  the  certificate  of  license,  or  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offence. 

That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  make  or  cause 
to  be  made  a  false  registry  of  such  cart,  wagon,  or  other 
veliicle,  either  in  the  number  or  use  of  any  number,  or  in  the 
name  or  place  of  residence  of  such  owner;  or  after  a  true 
registry  made,  shall  in  any  ibrm  or  manner  alter  the  certi- 
ficate, or  shall  forge  or  cause  to  be  forged  or  counterfeited, 
or  shall  use  any  such  certificate  so  altered,  forged,  or  coun- 
terfeited, he  or  they  so  offending  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
penalties  already  imposed  by  law  for  such  offences,  forfeit 
and  pay  for  each  and  every  offence  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Sect.  6.  That  all  farmers  vending  the  products  of  their  own

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said 
sewers,  and  that  the  contracts  entered  into  for  the  construc- 
tion thereof  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  speci- 
fications.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  construction  of  sewers  on  Duane,  Pearl,  Master,  Eleventh, 
Twenty-seventh,  Diamond,  Eadline,  and  Thirty-eighth  streets,  and  Girard 
avenue. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Highways 
be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  to.  construct  the  following 
sewers,  viz. :  on  Duane  street,  from  Brown  to  Parrish  street; 
on  Pearl  street,  from  Eighteenth  to  Nineteenth  street;  on 
Master  street,  from  sewer  in  Broad  street  to  the  east  curb 
line  of  Fifteenth  street ;  on  Eleventh  street,  from  sewer  north 
of  Poplar  street  lo  the  south  curb  line  of  G  irard  avenue ;  ou 
Twenty-seventh  street,  from  Susquehanna  avenue  to  north 
line  of  York  street;  on  Diamond  street,  from  the  east  curb 
line  of  Fifth  street  to  Lawrence  street  sewer ;  on  Eadline 
street,  from  Thirty-ninth  to  Union  street;  and  on  Thirty-eighth 
street,  from  Eadline  to  Haverford  street;  on  Eadline  street,  from 
Forty-first  street  eastward  one  hundred  feet;  and  on  Girard 
avenue,  from  Fifty-second  street  eastward  three  hundred  feet. 
The  above  sewers  to  be  built  with  a  clear  inside  diameter  of 
three  feet,  with  the  exception  of  that  upon  Master  street 
from  Broad  to  Fifteenth,  which  is  to  be  two  feet  six  inches 
inside  diameter.  Said  sewers  to  be  built  of  brick,  circular 
in  shape,  and  in  accordance  with  specifications  prepared  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Sect.  2.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  adver- 
tise according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  bo  received 
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for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot  them  to 
the  lowest  bidders  ;  and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  the  con- 
tracts that  the  contractor  shall  keep  the  said  sewers  and  that 
portion  of  the  street  along  which  the  said  sewers  shall  be  laid  in 
good  order  and  repair  for  three  years  from  and  after  the  date  ' 
of  the  completion  of  the  said  sewers,  and  shall  accept  the 
sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  on 
the  lines  of  said  sewers,  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by 
ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment 
upon  property  for  the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or 
drains,"  approved  May  12th,  1866,  and  supplement  thereto, 
approved  February  16th,  1869 ;  any  excess  over  and  above 
said  assessment,  in  addition  to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance 
entitled  "  An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  to  draw  warrants  for  street  intersections,  man- 
holes, and  legal  deductions  in  the  construction  of  branch 
sewers,"  approved  April  3d,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  Item  (for 
branch  sewers)  of  annual  appropriation  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  for  the  year  1878.  Provided,  Said  excess 
does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  (750) 
dollars.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and 
fifty-one  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-nine  (551,359) 
dollars  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  appropriated  to  the  De- 
partment of  Highways,  Bridges,  and  Sewers,  for  the  year 
A.  D.  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight  (1878), 
for  the  following  purposes,  viz.  :

Provided  also,  That  the  con- 
tract shall  contain  a  condition  that  the  work  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  before  warrants  shall  be  approved 
by  the  City  Controller :  Provided,  That  proposals  for  the 
work  to  be  done  under  this  item  shall  be  advertised  for,  and 
the  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder.

Provided,  further,  That  all  stationery,  paper, 
printing,  binding,  fuel,  advertising,  supplies,  work,  and  ma- 
terials, shall  be  advertised  for  three  times  in  two  daily  news- 
papers, and  contract  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  in  ac- 
cordance with  an  Act  of  Assembly  entitled  "An  Act  dividing 
the  Cities  of  this  State  into  three  classes,  &c.,"  approved 
May  23,  1874.  And  further  provided.  That  all  bids  and 
proposals  received  in  answer  to  the  advertisements  required 
in  the  foregoing  proviso,  shall  be  opened,  and  the  contract 
awarded  in  the  presence  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways and  of  the  proper  Committee  of  Councils,  as  prescribed 
in  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  requiring  all  bids 
and  proposals  to  the  departments  of  the  City  to  be  opened  in 
the  presence  of  the  Committee  having  supervision  over 
them,"  approved  July  5,  1877.

Twenty-seventh  Ward.  One  lamp  in  front  of  school-house 
row,  south  side  of  Chestnut  street,  above  Thirty-fourth  street;

third  and  Thirty-fourth  streets;  opposite  No.  3917  Locust 
street;  two  lamps  at  western  approach  to  Chestnut  street 
bridge.

Twenty-ninth  Ward.  One  lamp  at  Twenty-seventh  and 
Poplar  streets;  at  Twenty-seventh  and  Harper  streets  (below 
Girard  avenue) ;  on  northwest  corner  Twenty-seventh  and 
Thompson  streets ;  on  northwest  corner  Twenty-seventh  and 
Master  streets;  on  northeast  corner  Twenty-seventh  and 
Jefferson  streets ;  on  Twenty-seventh  street,  between  Jeffer- 
son and  Oxford  streets ;  on  northeast  corner  of  Twenty- 
seventh  and  Oxford  streets;  on  northwest  corner  of  Twenty- 
seventh  and  Mount  Pleasant  streets ;  on  Bolton  street,  be- 
tween Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  streets  ;  two  lainps

Thirty-first  Ward.  One  lamp  on  south  side  of  York 
street,  midway  between  Tulip  and  Memphis  streets;  on 
Adams  street,  midway  between  Emerald  and  Coral  streets ; 
on  southeast  corner  Abigail  and  Amber  streets;  on  south- 
west corner  Trenton  avenue  and  Burgess  street;  in  front  of 
No.  616  Adams  street ;  on  south  side  Huntingdon  street, 
midway  between  Emerald  and  Jasper  streets;  on  north  side 
Sergeant  street,  midway  between  Emerald  and  Coral  streets ;

This  ordinance  locates  one  hundred  and  fourteen  new 
lamps,  and  twenty-six  lamps  in  lieu  of  certain  lamps  removed 
from  the  vicinity  of  the  Centennial  Grounds,  in  the  Twenty- 
fourth  AVard,  in  all  one  hundred  and  forty  lamps.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Schools  of  Common 
Council,  to  whom  was  referred  bill  No.  32  from  Select  Coun-

be  requested  to  readvertise  for  a  lot.

Fhiladelphia,  November  27,  1877. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  August  5,  1870,  to  pro- 
vide for  the  erection  of  the  Public  Buildings,  enjoins  that  the 
"  Commissioners  sb.all  make  requisition  on  the  Councils  of 
said  City  prior  to  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  for 
the  amount  of  money  required  by  them  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Commission  for  the  succeeding  year."  This  injunction  has 
been  complied  with  annually  heretofore  since  the  Commission 
was  created,  and  explanations,  though  not  required  by  the 
terms  of  the  Act,  have  invariably  been  added,  so  that  Coun- 
cils might  understand  the  details  for  which  the  "  amount  of 
money  required  "  was  intended  to  be  apphed. 

For  the  current  year  no  appropriation  whatever  has  been 
made  by  Councils  for  the  purposes  of  the  Commissioners, 
and  the  work  has  now  reached  such  an  advanced  point  as  in 
their  judgment  renders  it  expedient  in  making  the  ''requi- 
sition," under  the  provision  of  the  Act,  for  the  "  amount  of 
money"  required  for  the  succeeding  year,  to  lay  before  you 
fully  the  condition  of  affairs  respecting  the  buildings,  with 
the  erection  of  which  they  are  charged.  The  Legislature  of 
the  Commonwealth,  by  authority  of  whose  enactment,  as 
well  the  Municipal  Corporation,  of  which  Councils  are  a  part, 
as  the  Commissioners,  hold  their  existence,  have  entrusted  to 
the  Commissioners  the  performance  of  a  certain  duty.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  discuss  here  the  manner  in  which  that  duty 
has  been  thus  far  performed,  nor  the  relations  which  exist 
between  Councils  and  the  Commissioners.  These  relations 
are  not  antagonistic ;  they  exist  by  the  will  of  the  superior 
power  of  the  State,  which  created  both  bodies,  and  they  exist 
for  the  accomplishment  of  a  common  object,  which  that  supe- 
rior power  deemed  alike  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  that 
portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth  comprised 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  And  for  the  ac- 
comjilishment  of  a  great  work,  necessarily  extending  through 
several  years,  and  involving  unity  of  design  with  a  necessity 
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of  directness  and  harmony  in  tlie  execution  of  that  design, 
the  Legislature  have  deemed  it  expedient,  as  they  have  done 
in  many  similar  instances,  to  entrust  the  entire  matter  to  a 
Commission  not  subject  to  the  changes  to  which  Councils  are 
liable  from  year  to  year.  What  has  thus  far  been  done  with  the 
prospective  effects  as  regards  the  fui'ther  prosecution  of  the 
work  towards  final  completion  may  be  determined  from  the 
following  statement : 

The  Commissioners  have  always  endeavored  in  their  com- 
munications to  Councils  to  give  all  necessary  information ; 
the  records  of  the  City  Controller  and  of  the  City  Treasurer 
have  afforded  the  means  of  verifying  the  financial  statements 
furnished  from  time  to  time,  and  the  Commissioners  have  at 
all  times  held  themselves  ready  to  give  the  fullest  explanation, 
with  any  additional  information  that  might  be  requested. 
No  request  has  ever  been  made  upon  them  specifically,  it  is 
believed,  for  this  purpose,  beyond  such  verbal  explanations 
as  were  asked  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  Councils,  when 
the  subject  of  the  appropriations  has  been  before  them.  The 
proceedings  of  the  Commissioners  have  been  public,  and  their 
records  and  accounts  have  been  fully  and  accurately  kept ; 
there  is  nothing  to  conceal  or  to  hold  back. 

A  very  large  part  of  the  construction  of  the  new  Public 
Buildings  has  been  finished.  The  foundations  for  the  entire 
structure  have  been  laid,  involving  a  large  expenditure  of 
labor,  material,  time,  and  money,  the  results  of  which,  of 
necessity,  do  not  exhibit  themselves,  in  their  tangible  form, 
to  the  public  eye.  The  basement  story,  twenty  (20)  feet 
high,  wiih  facings  of  cut  granite,  is  completed,  together  with 
almost  the  whole  of  the  first  story,  thirty-three  (33)  feet 
high.  The  exterior  facing  of  this  story  is  finished  and  set  in 
place,  of  cut  marble,  and  the  facing  of  the  court-yard  of  the 
same  material,  is  complete,  with  the  exception  of  the  semi- 
circuUir  projection  from  the  northern  side,  with  a  very  small 
portion  of  the  cornice  of  the  adjoining  walls.  The  principal 
entrances,  in  the  centres  of  the  southern  and  western  sides 
of  the  buildings,  are  complete  in  all  their  details,  and  the 
ceilings  in  place,  and  covered  with,  temporary  roofing  for 
protection.  The  stone  work  of  the  principal  entrance  on  the 
eastern  side  is  finished,  except  a  few  .minor  details ;  but  that 
for  the  principal  entrance,  on  the  northern  side,  has  not  yet 
been  carried  above  the  basement  story.     The  dressed  stone 
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work  for  the  staircase  of  the  approach  to  the  gallery  of  one 
of  the  proposed  Council  Chambers  has  been  finished  and  set 
in  place  as  far  as  the  appropriations  lor  the  brick  work  have 
allowed,  and  the  stone  work  for  the  staircase  of  the  approach 
to  the  gallery  of  the  other  chamber  is  now  being  set.  The 
dressed  stone  work,  so  far  as  contracted  for,  is  nearly  finished 
and  set  in  place  for  the  retiring  and  conversation  hall,  adja- 
cent to,  and  intermediate  between,  both  Council  Chambers, 
from  which  the  staircases  are  to  lead  up  in  the  semi-circular 
projection  on  the  northern  side  of  the  court  yard  to  the  room 
over  the  northern  entrance,  which  is  designated  as  the  Gor- 
ernor's  room.  This  room  is  intended  for  municipal  and 
civic  receptions,  to  be  used  upon  those  occasions  when  the 
corporate  authorities  of  the  City  receive  distinguished  stran- 
gers and  visiting  bodies,  and  to  he  always  at  the  service  of 
the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Commonwealth  when  public 
ceremonies  or  other  necessities  of  State  require  his  presence 
in  its  commercial  metropolis. 

One  room  with  its  subordinate  offices  and  ante-rooms,  has 
been  fitted  up  under  the  emergent  and  pressing  resolution  of 
Councils  for  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  and  was  occu- 
pied dtiring  the  sessions  of  that  branch  of  the  government 
in  this  City  at  the  last  January  term.  No  more  elegant  and 
convenient  accommodations  for  the  highest  tribunal  of  the 
State  are,  it  is  believed,  to  be  found.  The  court  room  is  ad- 
mitted to  be  admirably  adapted  for  speaking  arfd  hearing, 
and  in  the  important  recjuisites  of  ligiit  and  ventilation,  it 
has  no  superior.  The  conveniences  for  the  judges  and  the 
bar,  arc  admitted  to  excel  anything  heretofore  provided  ; 
and  suitors  and  the  general  public  have  every  reasonable 
facility  in  their  attendance. 

The  Commissioners,  in  response  to  an  intimation  from  Coun- 
cils, were  prepared  to  furnish  and  provide  accommodations 
for  the  several  departments  of  the  City  government  early  in 
the  present  year,  but  the  necessary  action  of  your  bodies 
was  not  had. 

Notwithstanding  the  want  of  an  appropriation  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  the  Commissioners  have  availed  themselves  of  such 
balances  as  remained  unexpended  from  the  appropriations  of 
previous  years,  to  continue  the  work  as  far  as  possible  and  to 
make  preparations  for  its  I'uture  exigencies.  The  Architect 
with  his  Assistants,  have  been  fully  employed  in  elaborating 
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and  perfecting  the  plan?  and  drawings  for  detailed  execution, 
particularly  with  reference  to  the  exterior  finish.  The  con- 
tract for  the  exterior  marble  Avork  comprises  the  whole  of  the 
finishing,  dressing,  and  setting  in  place  complete,  all  the 
marble  of  the  exterior,  both  of  the  outward  fronts  and  of 
the  court  yard,  including  the  tower  as  high  as  the  spring  of 
the  dome.  This  marble  work  has  been  set  in  place  as  high, 
upon  an  average,  as  about  five  (5)  feet  of  the  second  story, 
with  the  exception  of  the  semi-circular  projection  upon  the 
northern  side  of  the  court  yard  and  the  immediately  adjoin- 
ing walls.  Its  further  progress  in  setting  has  been  prevented 
by  the  want  of  appropriations  for  furnishing  the  necessary 
bricks  and  brickwork  for  backing,  and  for  the  connecting 
walls  with  the  iron  beams,  and  other  accessories  requisite  for 
the  secure  and  safe  carrying  forward  of  the  whble  work.  In 
the  meantime  the  contractors  for  the  marble  have  gone  on 
with  the  furnishing,  dressing,  and  delivery,  until  a  large 
amount  of  material  has  been  accumulated  upon  the  space 
surrounding  the  building,  and  is  the  property  of  the  City, 
ready  to  be  set  in  place  as  soon  as  the  necessary  accessories 
for  the  setting  have  been  provided  for  by  appropriations,  in 
accordance  with  the  Act  of  Assembly.  This  furnishing, 
dressing,  and  delivery  of  marble,  can  continue  under  the 
contract  until  the  whole  has  been  delivered,  leaving  only  the 
setting  to  be  attended  to.  And  for  this  marble  so  furnished, 
dressed,  and  delivered,  the  Courts  have  decided  that  the  City 
is  liable.

Leaving  due  and  to  become  due  to  the  Con- 
tractors, in  fui'nishing  and  dressing  alone,    $3,078,899  77 
the  whole  of  which  will,  under  the  decision  of  the  Courts, 
have  to  be  paid  by  the  City,  even  if,  owing  to  failure  to  pro- 
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vide  the  necessary  appropriations  for  the  accessories  of  brick- 
work, &c.,  not  another  stone  of  it  is  set  in  the  building. 

It  must  be  obvious  to  the  most  obtuse  mind,  that  since  the 
expenditure  of  this  money  cannot  be  avoided,  it  will  be  bet- 
ter to  have  it  expended  gradually,  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
make  the  results  practically  effective  as  rapidly  as  possible, 
rather  than  to  have  it  applied,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the 
accumulation  of  a  mass  of  material  which  will  take  sometime 
to  set  in  place  after  it  has  been  furnished,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  serious  damage  to  which  it  will  be  exposed  while  being 
accumulated  and  piled  up  on  the  site. 

Had  there  been  any  appropriation  made  by  Councils  under 
the  requisition  of  the  Commissioners,  addressed  to  them 
under  date  of  November  29,  1876 ;  or  had  the  Controller 
been  authorized  to  countersign  warrants  for  the  Commission- 
ers, to  the  amount  of  $500,000,  to  enable  the  work  on  the 
buildings  to  be  prosecuted,  as  requested  in  the  communica- 
tion to  Councils,  May  3,  1877,  a  large  part  of  the  marble 
which  has  been  accumulating,  could  have  been  set  in  place, 
and  such  progress  made  towards  completion  of  the  building, 
as  would  have  rendered  it  possible  during  the  year  just  past 
(and  the  next  year,  had  the  work  continued,)  to  have  provi- 
ded accommodations  for  not  a  few  of  the  departments  and 
offices  of  the  City  government. 

In  January  last,  the  Commissioners  addressed  a  communica- 
tion to  Councils,  of  which  a  copy  is  hereto  annexed,  and  which, 
with  the  correspondence  with  the  committees  and  sub-commit- 
tees of  Councils  who  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  show 
that  the  Commissioners  were  ready  and  willing  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  put  the  buildings  to  immediate  use.  The  ex- 
pense of  providing  accommodations,  in  some  measure  tempo- 
rary in  their  character,  for  several  of  the  important  depart- 
ments of  the  City,  would  not  have  exceeded  §50,000.  The 
work  in  the  Architect's  office,  has  been  since  so  much  advanced 
during  the  current  year,  and  in  the  direction  of  the  interior 
details,  that  several  of  the  departments  could  now  be  accom- 
modated on  very  short  notice,  in  the  apartments  designed 
for  their  permanent  occupancy,  and  with  the  finish  and  fit- 
tings intended  by  the  completed  plans.  The  protection  in  the 
nature  of  roofing  to  these  apartments,  as  well  as  the  accesso- 
ries to  the  approaches  thereto,  both  exterior  and  interior, 
would  of  necessity  be  temporary  in  their  character,  and  yet 
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could  be  made  so  sufficiently  secure  and  convenient,  as  to 
afford  no  ground  of  apprehension  or  complaint.  The  great 
difficulty  would  be  in  arranging  the  heating  apparatus,  though 
it  would  be  the  truest  economy  for  many  reasons-  to  have  the 
permanent  apparatus  put  in  at  once,  even  at  what  might 
seem  a  large  present  expenditure. 

The  suspension  of  the  work  during  the  present  year,  has 
resulted  in  a  damage  to  the  material  and  work  already  pro- 
vided and  done  upon  the  buildings,  which  cannot  readily  be 
estimated.  The  Commissioners  have  not  had  the  means  either 
to  furnish  brick  or  brickwork  to  continue  the  walls,  or  to 
provide  proper  protection  against  the  effect  of  storms.  The 
bricks  and  brickwork  already  in  place,  have  become,  in  the 
exposed  situations  on  the  tops  of  the  walls  and  elsewhere, 
soaked  with  water  to  the  depth  of  several  courses,  and  when 
the  severe  frosts  and  snows  of  winter  follow,  the  injurious 
effects  can  readily  be  imagined.  Much  of  the  fine  dressed 
stonework  of  the  interior  of  the  principal  entrances  on  the 
north  and  east,  has  been  left  exposed,  owing  to  the  absence 
of  means  to  have  it  properly  protected.  The  injuries  which 
must  inevitably  result  from  these  causes,  are  such  as  no  pru- 
dent individual  would  expose  any  work  to  the  liability  of,  for 
any  possible  pecuniary  compensation.  In  view  of  the  very 
large  extent  of  these  buildings,  it  is  probable  that  $50,000  in 
actual  loss  of  material  and  work  which  will  require  replacing, 
is  not  too  high  an  estimate  of  the  damage  resulting  from  the 
inability,  through  want  of  means  to  conduct  the  structural 
work,  at  even  a  moderate  rate  of  progression,  or  to  cover  it 
in  while  operations  were  suspended.  And  the  City  had  bet- 
ter have  expended  §100,000,  than  have  exposed  so  large  and 
important  building  to  the  risk  of  a  damage,  some  of  whose 
effects  may  not  discover  themselves  for  years  to  come,  while 
a  com'paratively  slight  expenditure  would  have  prevented  the 
possibility  of  their  occurrence.  An  expenditure  of  §50,000 
in  the  direction  indicated,  would  have  been  worth  in  practi- 
cal result  to  the  City,  at  least  §100,000  or  more. 

The  Controller,  in  his  annual  statement,  has  given  an  esti- 
mate of  the  liabilities  of  the  Public  Building  Commission  for 
1878  as  being  $818,856.05.  But  this  amount  does  not  in- 
clude or  in  any  way  represent  a  dollar  of  money  to  be  ex- 
pended during  the  year  1878  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work. 
The  Controller,  in   May  of  the  present  year,  informed   the 
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Commissioners  that,  under  the  advice  of  the  City  Solicitor, 
he  had  charged  up  against  the  appropriations  to  Public 
Building  purposes  the  interest  which  had  been  paid  on  war- 
rants drawn  by  the  Commissioners,  and  in  his  statement  he 
includes  the  "accrued  and  estimated  interest  on  outstanding 
warrants."  These  charges  of  interest  against  the  appropria- 
tions made  for  their  use  are  matters  with  which  the  Commis- 
sioners have  had  nothing  to  do.  They  are  not  authorized 
by  them,  and  do  not  appear  upon  their  books  or  accounts. 
The  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that  the  charge  of  the 
interest  which  may  accrue  and  be  paid  on  their  warrants 
against  their  appropriations  is  not  in  accordance  with  law,  or 
the  practice  and  custom  of  Councils. 

Tlie  difference  between  "  the  amount  of  money  required 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Commission  "  in  any  one  year,  and 
the  amounts  necessary  to  be  appropriated  in  the  same  year, 
has  been  repeatedly  explained  in  the  successive  communica- 
tions heretofore  annually  made  to  Councils,  and  full  state- 
ments have  been  given  showing  the  exact  exigencies  of  the 
case.  These  communications,  which  from  time  to  time  con- 
tained all  the  information  necessary  to  show  in  detail  the 
operations  of  the  Commissioners,  have  not  been  printed  in 
the  Journals  of  Council,  but  as  they  are  doubtless  preserved 
upon  the  files  of  the  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  they  have 
been  referred,  they  are  of  course  accessible  to  Councils. 

The  Commissioners,  inasmuch  as  they  do  not  feel  that  any 
responsibility  rests  upon  them  for  any  part  of  the  liability 
reported  by  the  Controller's  statement  for  1878,  consider 
that  in  making  requisition  under  the  Act  of  Assembly  "  for 
the  amount  of  money  required  by  them  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Commission  for  the  succeeding  year,"  they  need  not  refer 
to  the  liability  so  presented,  but  only  state  the  amount  of 
money  which  they  will  need  to  expend  for  the  actual  prose- 
cution of  the  work  daring  next  year.  The  "  purposes  of  the 
Commission,"  for  which  this  accumulation  of  alleged  liabili- 
ties has  accrued,  are  "  purposes "  of  former  years,  for 
which  the  necessary  amount  of  money  was  duly  asked  upon 
requisition,  and  for  which,  in  part  at  least,  the  necessary 
appropriations  were  made,  but  no  money  provided  by  Coun- 
cils. The  statement  of  the  Controller  is  not  sufficiently  in 
detail  to  enable  the  Commissioners  to  determine  whether  the 
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fall  amount  as  named  is  in  their  judgment  properly  charged 
against  them.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  re- 
port, that  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  annual 
statement  of  the  City  Controller,  of  the  assets  and  liabilities 
of  the  City,  for  the 'year  1878,  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the 
tax-rate  for  said  year,  and  having  referi'ed  the  same  to  a 
Sub-committee,  whose  report  is  hereto  appended,  they  find 
that  the  tax-rate  should  remain  at  $2.25  on  the  hundred 
dollars,  which  will  realize  a  sum  to  provide  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  year  1878,  and  liquidate  a  portion  of  the  out- 
standing warrants.  The  Committee,  therefore,  submit  the 
annexed  ordinance  to  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes,  for  the 
year  1878,  and  recommend  its  passage.

Your  Sub-Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  City  Con- 
troller's statement  of  the  general  and  additional  appropriations 
to  November  1,  1877,  and  estimated  expenses  for  the  year 
1878,  with  directions  to  ascertain  the  proper  tax- rate  for  the 
coming  year,  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  carefully 
considered  the  subject  referred  to  them,  and  have  conferred 
with  the  City  Controller  thereon,  and  have  arrived  at  the 
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conclusion  that  a  tax-rate  of  $2.25  on  the  hundred  dollars 
should  bo  fixed  for  the  year  1878.  Your  Committee  have 
been  unable  to  concur  with  the  Controller  in  his  statement 
that  a  tax-rate  of  ^1.80  will  produce  a  sufficient  amount  to 
pay  the  current  expenses  of  1878,  and  also  liquidate  one- 
fourth  of  the  floating  debt ;  indeed  such  a  rate  would  leave 
at  the  end  of  the  year  a  very  serious  deficit. 

The  mistake  of  the  Controller  proceeded  from,  his  over- 
looking several  very  important  facts,  the  first  of  which  is : 
That  we  are  now  considering  the  expenses  of  the  Municipal 
Government  for  fourteen  months,  and  that  we  must  therefore 
make  provision  to  meet  three  semi-annual  payments  of 
the  interest  and  State  tax  on  City  Loans,  viz.  :  On  Janu- 
ary 1,  and  July  1,  1878,  and  January  1,  1879.  The 
Controller  in  his  statement  estimates  but  two  of  these  semi- 
annual payments  of  interest.  Yet  it  is  obvious  that  these 
three  payments  must  be  made  from  funds  arising  from  cash 
now  in  the  City  Treasury,  added  to  such  receipts  as  may  be 
derived  from  the  various  sources  of  revenue  between  this 
time  and  the  end  of  the  year  1878. 

The  Controller  has  enumerated  all  these  sums  in  setting 
forth  the  assets  of  the  City  for  1878,  but  has  entirely  dis- 
regarded the  fact  that  there  is  a  third  payment  of  interest 
to  be  provided  for  amounting  to  one  million  nine  hundred 
tnousand  (1,900,000)  dollars. 

He  has  also  overlooked  the  quarterly  payment  of  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  due  to  the  Sinking  Fund. 

He  has  estimated  the  discount  allowed  on  taxes  at  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  but  has  made  no  further  allowance 
for  fhe  non-collection  of  taxes  in  the  current  year.  The  re- 
cord of  the  last  ten  years,  however,  shows  that  an  average 
of  twenty-two  per  cent,  of  the  taxes  have  not  been  collected 
during  the  years  in  which  they  have  been  assessed.  There  is 
no  probability  that  the  coming  year  will  prove  an  exception 
to  this  well  established  rule. 

Your  Committee  hereto  appended  an  approximate  state- 
ment of  the  liabilities  and. assets  of  the  City,  between  No- 
vember 1,  of  this  year,  and  January  1,  1879. 

In  this  statement  they  have  estimated  the  expenses  of  the 
Departments  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  lower  than  the 
Controller  has,  and  the  amounts  of  mandamus  and  interest 
of  warrants  at  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  less  than  his 
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figures,  while  on  the  other  hand  they  have  placed  the  assets 
arising  from  the  Departments,  and  collection  of  delinquent 
taxes  at  about  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  ex- 
cess of  his  estimates.  Yet  it  will  be  seen  that  the  surplus 
will  amount  to  but  little  over  one  million  dollars  applicable 
to  the  payment  of  outstanding  warrants.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  Taxes  for  the  year  1878. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
PkiladclpJua  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Eevision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy 
on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  as- 
sessment made  in  the  year  1877  (except  such  as  are  marked 
'' agricultural  and  farm  lands"  and  ''rural  or  suburban"-), 
a  tax  of  two  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  on  the  hundred 
dollars  on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1878  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  folloAV- 
ing  objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  the 
sum  of  eleven  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City  the  sum  of  nine  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  funded 
debt,  and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  eighty  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways  the  sum  of 
thirteen  cents. 

Item  6,  For  the  supply  of  water,  nine  cents. 
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Item  7.  For  the  police  the  sura  of  twenty-four  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  the  markets  and  City  property  the 
sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  -Department  of  Fire  the  sum  of  ten  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons  the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners  the 
sum  of  eleven  cents. 

Item  12.  For  the  health  the  sum  of  eio-ht  cents. 

O 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality 
the  sum  of  nineteen  cents.  And  said  amounts  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects,  subject  to  fur- 
ther clirection  by  ordinance,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Keceiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  tax  bills  the 
rates  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  land,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  re- 
lief and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  as- 
sessed property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the 
eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia  by  ''A  Further  Supplement  to  an 
Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  April 
17,  1861,  there  shall  be  the  following  allowance  made  to  the 
payers  of  taxes,  and  penalty  added  for  the  non-payment  by 
the  Pveceiver  of  Taxes,  to  wit :  at  the  rate  of  nine  per  centum 
per  annum  from  the  date  of  payment  until  the  first  day  of 
January,  if  paid  before  the  first  day  of  September,  and  if  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  September,  and  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  October,  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  per  cent.,  and 
if  not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  October,  then  an  addi- 
tion or  penalty  of  two  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  pay- 
able on  the  same,  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of 
December,  then  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent, 
shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the  same.

to  the  departments  of  the  City  to  be  opened  in  the  presence 
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of  the  Committee  having  supervision  over  them/'  approved 
Julv  5, 1877;  And  further  provided,  That  the  City  Controller 
shall  countersign  no  warrant  upon  tha  City  Treasurer  unless 
he  shall  have  been  furnished  with  the  copy  of  the  schedule

Law  Department,

To  the  Common  Council 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  your  resohition,  pasised  at  your  hxst  meeting,  instructing 
me  to  inform  you  by  what  authority  I  have  compromised  or 
confessed  judgments  in  suits  or  claims  against  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  without  the  consent  of  Councils  or  consultation 
with  the  Commi'ttee  of  Law  of  said  Councils. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  say,  that  with  the  exception  of  a  solitary 
case,  I  have  never  since  I  have  held  the  office  of  City  Solici- 
tor compromised  a  suit.  The  case  referred  to  was  that  of 
the  Germantown  and  Perkiomen  Turnpike  Company  vs.  The 
City.  An  Act  of  Assembly  had  been  passed  to  make  this 
road  a  free  road,  which  had  long  been  desired  by  the  resi- 
dents of  the  Twenty-second  Ward.  A  jury  awarded  the 
company  $90,000,  and  the  case  was  taken  regularly  to  the 
Supreme  Court.  Subsequently  a  contribution  was  made  by 
the  Germantown  Passenger  Railway  Company  of  $10,000, 
and  an  abatement  was  made  by  the  Turnpike  Company  of  a 
similar  amount  and  all  accumulated  interest  on  the  award, 
enabling  me  to  save  the  City  $35,252.  Judgment  was 
entered  for  the  reduced  amount  with  the  approval  of  the 
Court,  and  on  the  14th  June,  1875,  I  reported  all  the  facts 
to  Councils. 

It  has  been  the  custom  in  past  j^ears  for  heads  of  depart- 
ments to  make  application  to  Councils  for  extra  appropri- 
ations and  for  transfers  to  meet  deficiencies  ;  and  in  the  years 
1873,  1874,  and  1876  Councils  made  such  extra  appropri- 
ations, amounting,  in  each  year,  to  three-quarters  of  a  mil- 
lion of  dollars,  and  in  the  year  1875  amounting  to  nearly 
one  million  of  dollars,  exclusive  of  the  Centennial  Appropri- 
ations. During  the  present  year,  however,  I  am  informed 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  the  extra  appro- 
priations do  not  exceed  $23,000,  although  the  usual  demand 
has  been  made  by  the  heads  of  departments  for  additions. 
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amounts.  The  result  is  obvious.  Persons  wlio  have  done 
work  i'or  or  who  have  supphed  materials  to  the  City,  upon 
presentation  of  their  bills  have  been  met  with  the  statement 
that  no  money  was  on  hand  to  pay  them.  Suits  were  then 
commenced  against  the  City,  and,  without  exception,  have 
been  contested  by  this  department,  excepting  in  cases  where 
I  was  governed  by  previous  adjudications  of  our  Courts  on 
precisely  the  same  subject  matter. 

In  the  case  of  McGlue  against  the  City,  which  was  argued 
before  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  1,  that  Court  decided 
that  where  it  appeared  that  at  the  time  the  contract  was 
entered  into  by  the  department  there  was  a  sufficient  amount 
of  money  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  to  pay 
for  the  same,  the  City  had  no  defence  to  tlie  action  to  the 
extent  of  the  appropriation  so  existing,  notwithstanding  the 
whole  amount  of  the  appropriation  had  been  subsequently 
consumed  for  other  purposes  before  the  work  was  completed. 

This  same  question  arose  in  the  case  of  Griffiths  against 
the  City,  in  Common  Pleas  No.  2,  and  after  full  argument  of 
the  whole  question  that  Court  followed  the  judgment  of  No.  1. 
Subsequently,  in  the  case  of  Holdcraft  against  the  City,  Court 
No.  3  passed  upon  the  same  question,  and  established  a  much 
severer  rule  than  that  applir^d  by  Nos,  1  and  2,  to  wit:  That 
the  contractor  must  be  able  to  show  that  at  the  time  the 
work  or  materials  were  ordered  there  was  an  appropriation 
sufficient  not  only  to  pay  him,  but  to  pay  for  all  other  work 
of  a  similar  character  ordered  up  to  that  date.  Since  the 
decision  last  referred  to  I  have  required  in  each  suit  brought 
of  this  character  that  the  head  of  the  department  shall  cer- 
tify that  at  the  time  he  ordered  the  work  to  be  done  "  there 
remained  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  to  which  it  was 
properly  chargeable  more  than  sufficient  money  to  pay  for 
the  cost  of  said  work  and  materials  and  all  other  work  and 
materials  then  ordered  by  said  department  to  be  done  and 
furnished."  I  require  also  a  statement,  over  the  signature  of 
the  City  Controller,  showing  the  exact  condition  of  the  appro- 
priation on  the  day  the  contract  was  made ;  and  if  upon 
examination  of  these  certificates  the  claim  came  within  the 
ruling  of  Court  No.  3,  I  have  confessed  judgment  when  the 
case  was  at  issue  to  avoid  costs  and  accumulation  of  interest ; 
where,  however,  this  fact  did  not  unqualifiedly  appear,  I 
have  required  the  parties  to  proceed  to  a  jury  trial,  although 
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m  many  cases  their  claims  were  so  just  and  equitable  that 
they  should  not  have  been  put  to  this  trouble  and  expense. 
In  many  of  these  cases  I  have  been  enabled  to  consolidate  a 
large  number  of  causes  of  action  by  requiring  suit  to  be 
commenced  in  the  name  of  one  creditor  as  assignee  for  all, 
thussaving  the  costs  in  each  case. 

The  Acts  of  Assembly  impose  upon  the  City  of  Philadel- 
pliia  the  duty  of  defraying  the  expense  of  the  administration 
of  public  justice  within  the  county.  (Smiih  vs.  The  City,  5 
Philada  ,  page  1.)  Yet  the  Councils  have  failed  to  make  the 
necessary  appropriations  to  pay  the  fees  of  Mr.  Shepherd, 
the  District  Attorney,  General  Bingham,  Clerk  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  the  merchant  who  supplies  the  stationery  lor  the 
Courts,  meals  ibr  jurymen,  the  fees  for  the  jurors  themselves, 
and  the  fees  for  witnesses,  and  compensation  for  election 
officers.  In  all  of  the  above  enumerated  instances,  suits  have 
been  brought  against  the  City,  and  I  have  been  unable  to 
interpose  any  defense  thereto,  my  chief  care  being  to  examine 
the  vouchers  and  thus  audit  the  accounts,  a  labor  which  the 
law  never  intended  to  im.pose  upon  my  department. 

In  this  class  of  cases  also,  by  consolidating  a  large  number 
of  such  claims  into  one  suit,  I  have  been  enabled  to  save  costs 
which  would  otherwise  average  twtnty-five  per  cent  of  the 
original  claim. 

There  are  now  pending  suits  against  the  City  for  work 
done  in  removing  nuisances,  by  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Health;  for  supplies  of  furniture  and  materials  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  ;  for  supplies  of  provisions  and  clothing 
to  the  inmates  of  the  Almshouse,  and  for  work  done  for  the 
Highway  Department,  in  which  abundant  proof  is  offered 
that  the  contracts  have  been  faithfully  performed,  and  yet 
owing  to  the  technical  objection  that  no  appropriation  existed 
at  the  time  for  their  payment,  parties  have  no  relief. 

As  I  have  before  stated,  in  former  years.  Councils  made 
extra  appropriations  and  transfers  to  meet  such  deficiencies, 
and  dealers  in  supplies,  and  contractors  have  consequently 
been  careless  in  entering  into  contracts,  without  first  acquaint- 
ing themselves  with  the  real  condition  of  the  appropriation. 
In  all  cases  where  no  dispute  exists  as  to  the  i'acts,  but  a' 
question  of  law  arises  which  requires  judicial  determination, 
it  has  been  my  custom,  as  it  has  been  the  custom  of  many  of 
my  predecessors,  to  present  the  facts  to  the  Court  in  the  form 
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of  "a.  case  stated."  I  believe  this  method  of  procedure  to  be 
the  best  possible  one  in  which,  in  certain  cases,  the  City  can 
defend  herself.  I  have  had  occasion  to  resort  to  it  very  suc- 
cessfully during  my  term  of  office.  Very  recently,  I  agreed 
to  such  a  form  of  action  in  a  question  arising  between  certain 
street  cleaning  contractors  and  the  Board  of  Health,  the 
claim  being  made  for  extra  compensation  for  work  during 
the  Centennial  year.  Owing  to  an  objection  made  by  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  I  withdrew  the  "  cases 
stated,"  and  tried  two  of  the  issues  before  juries,  the  result 
being  a  verdict  in  one  for  the  City,  reserving  the  points  of 
law,  and  in  the  other  case  a  verdict  for  over  $12,000  against 
the  City,  reserving  the  same  point. 

These  cases  therefore  came  up  on  motions  for  new  trials, 
just  as  they  would  have  done  had  the  questions  involved  been 
argued  on  the  cases  stated,  in  which  case  the  City  would  have 
been  saved  expenses.  The  form  of  execution  to  recover  pay- 
ment of  a  judgment  against  the  City,  is  by  writ  of  mandamus 
instead  oi fieri  facias.  This  is  a  writ  of  right  and  issues  by 
the  Prothonotary  without  leave  of  Court,  just  as  an  ordinary 
fi.fa.  does.  Such  is  the  language  of  the  statute.  It  is  made 
the  form  of  execution  by  the  Act  of  15th  of  April,  1834,  and 
was  held  to  apply  in  this  county  in  the  case  of  Monaghan 
against  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  4  Casey,  207,  the  Supreme 
Court  using  the  following  language  :  "We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  aji.fa.  cannot  be  legally  issued  on  a  judgment  against 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  that  the  proper  writ  is  the  one 
provided  by  the  sixth  section  of  the  Act  of  15th  April,  1834, 
which  should  be  issued  to  the  City  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it 
is  to  pay  the  judgm.ents  in  the  order  in  which  the  writs  are 
served  upon  him,  out  of  any  unappropriated  moneys  in  his 
hands  belonging  to  the  City,  and  if  there  is  none  such  at  the 
time  of  the  service  of  the  writ,  out  of  the  first  moneys  that 
shall  come  to  his  hands.  And  we  are  further  of  opinion  that 
the  command  of  the  writ  must  be  obeyed  by  the  City  Trea- 
surer, whether  Councils  have  or  have  not  made  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  payment  of  the  judgment  upon  which  the  writ 
has  issued." 

To  avoid  the  poundage  of  the  sheriff,  which  would  average 
three  per  cent,  on  collection,  my  predecessor,  Wm.  L.  Hirst, 
Esq.,  established  the  usage,  since  invariably  followed,  of  in- 
forming the  City  Treasurer,  by  endorsement  on  the  writ,  of 
the  accuracy  of  the  judgment. 
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Your  resolution  inquires  why  I  have  acted  in  these  mat- 
ters without  the  consent  of  Councils,  and  without  consulta- 
tion with  the  Committee  on  Law  of  Councils.  I  presume 
that  part  of  the  resolution  refers  to  the  ordinance  of  June 
29,  1868,  which  directed  the  City  Solicitor  then  in  office,  to 
furnish  the  Committee  on  Law  with  a  list  of  all  suits  then 
pending,  or  which  might  thereafter  be  brought  against  the 
City.  I  was  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  this  requirement 
until  very  recently,  and  I  do  not  find  that  any  such  reports 
have  been  made  to  the  Law  Committee  since  that  year. 
Certainly  I  have  never  been  called  upon  by  that  Committee 
during  the  past  six  years  for  any  such  statement,  nor  was 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  (Mr.  Cochran),  aware  that 
any  such  ordinance  existed.  I  have  had  frequent  conversa- 
tions, however,  with  that  gentleman  on  the  subjects  referred 
to  in  this  communication,  and  during  last  summer's  recess  of 
Councils,  I  drew  and  submitted  to  him,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Law  Committee,  an  ordinance  which  he  approved,  and  which 
I  subsequently  submitted  to  the  President  of  Common  Coun- 
cil and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  which 
requires  the  heads  of  the  several  departments  when  they 
order  work,  materials,  or  supplies,  to  notily  the  City  Con- 
troller thereof,  and  the  probable  amount  which  will  be  re- 
quired to  pay  for  such  work,  material,  or  supplies,  which 
said  amount  the  Controller  shall  enter  up  against  the  appro- 
priation ;  and  that  the  head  of  each  department  shall  endorse 
upon  the  back  of  every  contract  the  amount  unexpended  of 
the  appropriation  upon  the  day  of  the  execution  of  the  con- 
tract. This  ordinance  I  handed  to  Mr.  John  A.  Clark,* of 
your  Chamber,  who  promptly  introduced  it  at  your  first 
meeting  in  October,  and  put  it  upon  its  passage.  If  it  be- 
comes a  law,  which  I  trust  it  will,  the  expenditures  of  the 
several  departments  can  be  kept  absolutely  within  the  con- 
trol of  the  appropriating  power  of  Councils,  and  no  contractor 
or  supply  man  can  recover  a  dollar  in  excess  of  the  amount 
appropriated  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  year,  except 
perhaps  in  extreme  cases,  such  as  the  bursting  of  a  sewer  or 
the  burning  of  a  bridge. 

The  dockets  of  the  Law  Department  show  that  during 
Mr.  Charles  E.  Lex's  administration,  the  creditors  of  the 
City  brought  suits  upon  City  warrants,  and  the  Courts  hav- 
ing held  that  there  was  no  defence  to  such  suits,  it  was  the 
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invariaWe  practice  of  Mr.  Lex  to  confess  judgment  therein, 
until  Councils,  at  his  suggestion,  passed  the  ordinance  allow- 
ing interest  on  warrants.  Upon  all  these  confessions  of 
judgments,  the  money  was  obtained  from  the  treasury  by 
writ  of  mandamus.  I  have  only  to  add  to  this  too  lengthy 
communication,  that  notwithstandinir  your  failure  to  make 
the  usual  extra  appropriations  of  $750^uOO,  or  to  make  the 
necessary  appro])riations  for  the  administration  of  public  jus- 
tice, the  total  amount  of  money  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer 
on  writs  of  mandamus  for  the  current  year  (exclusive  of  pub- 
lic building  cases),  has  been  $468,871.10,  of  which  amount, 
$102,778.15  was  recovered  by  R.  A.  Malone,  on  his  fifth 
estimate  for  work  done  on  Hart  Creek  Sewer,  and  the  sura 
of  $148,537.52  for  damages  awarded  by  road  juries,  in  the 
taking  of  land  for  streets  ordered  to  be  opened  by  Councils. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact, 
that  at  your  last  meeting  you  failed  to  make  an  appropria- 
tion required  by  my  department,  to  pay  for  the  issue  of  writs 
of  scieii  facias  to  revive  claims  of  the  City,  which  are  about 
to  expire  ;  yet  I  deem  it  my  imperative  dut}''  to  sue  out  these 
claims,  though  in  doing  so,  I  am  compelled  to  violate  the 
statute  which  forbids  the  expenditure  of  money  unappro- 
priated ;  and  the  result  will  be  that  the  Prothonotaty  and 
Sheriff  will  sue  for  their  costs,  and  the  newspapers  for  their 
advertising,  upon  which  suits  the  City  will  be  put  to  ad- 
ditional unnecessary  expense.

Sir: — The  Fairhill  Land  Company  respectfully  calls  your 
attention  to  the  dangerous  condition  of  Fifth  street,  above 
Clearfield  street,  Twenty-fifth  Ward.  This  street  has  been 
graded  at  a  very  great  expense  to  the  public ;  by  reason  of 
the  street  not  being  paved,  as  desired  by  the  property  holders, 
a  great  portion  has  been  washed  away,  and  there  is  great 
danger  that  the  whole  street  will  be  gone,  together  with  the 
expensive  inlets,  during  this  winter,  if  something  is  not  im- 
mediately done  to  prevent  it.

To  tlie  Honorable  Members  of 

Select  and  Common  Councils. 

Gentlemen  : — I  will  state  that  I  have  had  charge,  as 
chief  engineer,  since  the  organization  of  the  present  Fire  De- 
partment, March  15,  1871,  and  it  is  my  firm  opinion  that  by 
the  proposed  reduction  of  two  hosemen  from  each  engine 
company  and  two  laddermen  from  each  hook  and  ladder 
company,  that  it  will  very  seriously  effect  and  cripple  the 
serviceable  condition  of  the  respective  companies,  and  the 
measure,  although  well  intended  by  Councils  as  a  source  of 
retrenchment,  will  tend,  if  carried  out,  to  cause  the  depart- 
ment to  be  very  inefficient  as  to  its  services,  and  resulting  in 
greater  losses  to  property  and  probable  loss  of  life  to  citizens. 

When  we  consider  the  vast  area  of  territory  to  be  pro- 
tected in  comparison  with  other  Cities,  in  my  judgment,  the 
force  is  altogether  too  scanty  for  the  complete  protection  of  a

City  like  Philadelphia  ;  more  engines,  hook  and  ladder  trucks, 
and  men  are  needed,  and  the  rapid  spread  of  buildings 
throughout  the  outskirt  portions  of  the  City,  renders  an 
increase  instead  of  a  decrease  in  the  department  of  vital 
importance,  so  as  to  keep  pace  with  the  spread  of  improve- 
ments. 

The  citizen  demands  protection  for  his  property,  and  we 
would  be  recreant  to  our  trust  did  we  not  place  the  matter 
in  its  proper  light  before  the  public  and  your  honorable  body. 

In  connection  with  my  last  remarks,  I  will  state  that  for 
several  years  I  have  in  my  annual  report  to  Councils,  asked 
for  the  creation  of  pn  additional  engine  and  hook  and  ladder 
company  combined,  to  be  located  somewhere  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Thirty-eighth  and  Haverford  street.  West  Phila- 
delphia. At  present,  there  are  but  two  companies,  located  at 
very  distant  points  from  each  other,  to  protect  the  thickly 
built  up  and  valuable  property  west  of  the  Schuylkill  river. 

Another  portion  of  the  City  which  needs  additional  pro- 
tection, is  the  section  of  territory  of  the  Twenty-fifth  and 
Twenty-eighth  Wards,  lying  between  the  City  proper  and 
Germantown,  which  is  being  thickly  built  up  with  fine  resi- 
dences with  almost  no  immediate  protection  in  case  of  fire. 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  decrease  of  the  number 
of  men  at  the  various  stations,  I  will  state  that  the  present 
number  of  men  at  fires  of  any  magnitude,  are  required  to  per- 
form hard  continuous  and  very  dangerous  service,  especially 
through  the  extreme  weather  of  summer  and  winter;  during 
the  winter  months  our  heaviest,  stubborn,  and  most  danger- 
ous fires  occur,  necessitating  increased  hardship  and  labor, 
caused  by  having  to  drag  heavy  and  often  frozen  hose  filled 
with  water  over  icy  streets,  ladders,  and  lofty  buildings.  The 
labor  bears  the  severest  upon  the  hoseman,  and  I  have  to 
frequently  detail  the  force  of  laddermen  to  assist  and  relieve 
the  hosemen. 

In  making  these  explanative  remarks  to  you,  I  urgently 
request  that  you  will  weigh  the  question  of  a  decrease  m  the 
number  of  our  force  with  fairness  and  wisdom,  so  that  you 
will  not  have  to  regret  in  the  future  any  hasty  action  in  the 
matter  that  may  result  in  so  crippling  the  Fire  Department, 
as  to  cause  the  rapid  spread  of  dangerous  fires  and  a  conse- 
quent loss  to  the  valuable  property  and  lives  of  our  citizens. 
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Below  will  be  founJ  liow  each  member  of  a  fire  company 
is  employed  on  a  fire  ground  : 

To  receive  ordervS  and  attend  his  company,  one  foreman. 
To  run  and  attend  engine,  one  engineer. 
To  fire  engine  and  assist  engineer,  one  fireman. 
To  attend  to  horses  an<l  fuel  wagons,  one  driver. 
To  attend  hose-pipe  on  a  fire  ground,  from   two  to  four 
hosemen. 

To  climb  ladders  and  stairways,  attend  line  of  hose,  replace 
burst  hose,  to  relieve  men  at  hose-pipe  when  fatigued  or  over- 
come, or  when  met  with  accidents  which  are  liable,  and  any 
other  duty  that  they  may  be  called  upon  to  })erform,  from 
three  to  four  hosemen. 

Night  watcJi. — There  are  two  men  on  night  watch,  four 
hours  each. 

Off  duty. — Members  are  allowed  but  twenty-four  hours 
each  week. 

Sickness,  <^-e. — There  are  at  all  times  a  certain  amount  of 
sickness,  such  as  colds,  rheumatism,  &c.,  contracted  by  fire- 
men (more  so  than  by  any  othei'  class  of  employees)  by  expo- 
sure to  the  elements,  all  in  the  line  of  their  duty,  which,  can 
be  seen,  is  liable  to  further  reduce  the  number  of  men  on 
duty  at  each  station. 

Accidents,  Sfc. — Accidents,  which  are  numerous,  and  are  at 
any  time  liable  to  occur  to  firemen,  further  reduces  the  num- 
ber of  men  at  each  station. 

Atteiidin<j  hose-pipe. — It  is  hardly  necessary  to  remark 
that  especially  in  winter  time  no  member  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment can  attend  to  his  duty  at  the  hose-pipe  longer  than 
one-half  hour  without  relief.  This  is  much  longer  than  the 
average  time. 

Necessity  of  compayiies  assisting  each  other. — It  has  been 
and  may  again  become  necessary  in  case  of  largo  fires,  which 
are  possible  at  any  time,  for  one  company  of  men  assisting 
or  rather  doubling  up  on  another  on  account  of  scarcity  of 
men  in  a  company,  the  result  of  fatigue,  over-exertion,  frecz- 
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iuir,  accidents,  &c.  Instance  the  fire  of  Jayne's  building; 
March  4,  1872;  Jayne's  building,  May  19,  1872;  Eighth 
and  Mountain  streets,  Brown's  mill,  June  4,  1873;  Baeder 
&  Adamson's  glue  works,  January  22,  1874;  Olympic  Thea- 
tre, January  29,  1874;  Cramp's  shipyard,  March  24,  1874; 
No.  212  Xew  street,  July  18,  1874;  Keene's  tannery,  Feb- 
ruary 9,  1875;  Wm.  Butcher's,  February  27,  1875;  Wood, 
Marsh  &  Co.,  March  4,  1876;  North  Delaware  avenue,  July 
4,  1876;  Wilson's  bakery,  July  7,  1876;  Johnson's  mill, 
July  26,  1876;  Irwin's  mill,  Manayunk,  August  24,  1876; 
Elm  avenue,  September  9,  1876;  3012  Market  street,  flour 
mill,  January  19,  1877 ;  2005  American  street,  sash  factory, 
January  20,  1877;  Fox's  Theatre,  February  25,  1877; 
Schollenberger's  morocco  works,  September  29,  1877  ; 
Howell's,  November  22,  1877,  and  numerous  others. 

It  is  not  within  the  power  of  the  best  informed  person  to 
tell  when  and  at  what  time  a  large  fire  may  occur,  when  the 
force  of  the  present  Department  in  place  of  being  too  large 
will  be  found  wholly  inadequate.  Then,  and  not  until  then, 
will  a  fireman's  services  be  appreciated.
